Sometime over the weekend of the ARRL DX CW contest, one of the users on 
the N6ST node logged off. That is not unusual by itself, but something unfortunate 
happened.

As we 
left the mountain on Monday I took my trusty old HT with me. Until I got to 
Cupertino the signal from the interfering signal was weak with lots of picket 
fencing. As I approached downtown Cupertino the signal became very strong and 
Iremoved the rubber ducky from the HT. Nothing. A couple of blocks later! started 
hearing the signal with no antenna on the HT. I knew I was close to the transmitter. 
Unfortunately we had several activities scheduled that precluded an intensive DF 
effort at that time. 

Later in the evening I was able to again chase the signal. Still with the rubber 
ducky removed, I drove around a neighborhood ( Prez. con;t Page 2, col 1)
